STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

In view of the attempts that have been made and are being made a) by means of threats, 
intimidation and otherwise to induce members of the Police- Force to refrain from doing their 
duty, and ((5) to spread disaffection among them, the Government of India have for sometime 
had andef consideration the question of penalizing such attempts* Neither the Indian Penal 
Code nor the Indi. n Police Act, 1 contains provisions to meet this evil. A prosecution 
oould doubtless in oeitain oi.sgb be instituted under section 29 of the Indian Police Act, 1801, 
read with the abetment sections of the Indian Penal Code, but section 29 of the Police Act was 
designed to meet ordinary bleaches of discipline, and would not cover many dangerous forms 
of tampering with the police Moreover, tue maximum punishment permissible under that 
section, ju , thiee mouths' 1 tigoious imprisonment is manifestly inadequate fi r serious offences 
of this nature The Government of India are accoidingly of opinion that the authorities 
should be given additional means of dialing with this lorm of crime, and it is proposed, 
therefore, to enact the attached Hill, wh ch has been framed on the lines of section 3 of the 
English Police Act of 1919 (9 & 10 Geo V, Ch. 49).

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

This Bill is intended to take the place of the Bill which was introduced in the Legisla- 
tive Assembly on tho 1st March, 1921, and was withdrawn with the leave of the Assembly on 
the 26th January, 1922. The object of that Bill was to provide tnoro effective means of 
meeting the great evil arising from tho institution of fraudulent and dishonest suits by 
empowering Courts to award compensatory costs in fraudulent suits. The Bill was ci roulated 
for the purpose of eliciting opinions, nnd along with the opinions received, was referred to a 
Committee consisting of Members of the Counoil of State and the Legislative Assembly 
appointed by the Governor General in Council. The Committee was of tho opinion that the 
summary procedure proposed by the Bill was likely to prove far moro of a deterrent than the 
fear of a prosecution for perjury in the remote foture. They consuleied, however, that, the 
soope of the Bill should be extended in ceitain respects. 

The detailed reoommendations of the Committee wore was follows : — ■ 

“ I.— Limitation of amount to be awarded. 

“ It was agreed that the amount to be awarded should not exceed the pecuniary limits of 
the jurisdiction of the Court or its. 1,000, whichever is less, with the following special provi- 
sions regarding Courts exercising Small Cau^e Couit powers, namely, a maximum of its. 250 for 
aMunsiff and Ks 600 for a subordinate Judge ; a provision to bo added that these maxima 
are to be subject to rules made by tho High Court bo as to enable High Courts to limit the* 
amount awardable hy certain classes of Courts, c.g , the lower grade Courts of MunBiffs with 
limited jurisdictions as in the Punjab 


“ II. — Appeal*. 

“ In connection with this, it was incidentally decided th it provision should he made for 
reasons to be recorded in writing whenever an order is made awarding compensatory costs. 
It was also agreed that there should he an appeal in every oase, except that (a) there should be 
no appeal against an order infusing (him ages or against the absenoe of any order, and »[4) there 
should be no appeal by way of cross appeal or otherwise asking for an increase of the amount 
awarded. It was agreed that in no case should there be a second appeal.

"III . — False defences. 

“ Though the Committee was not entirely unanimous on the point, it was agreed that 
provision should be made also for the award of damages to the plaintiff where a iulse defence 
was set up by tha defendant. 

11 1 V. — Execution proceedings. 

\ . 

“ It was pointed out that the evil existed to a larger extent in execution proceedings than 
in original suits, and it was unanimously decided that the provisions of the Bill should apply 
to false claims put forward in support of execution proceedings as well as to false objections. 

'* F.— Vexatious suits - 

“ The opinion was generally held that the provisions of the Bill should apply to suits, 
etc., which are both false and vexatious. The matter was left to be examined by the 
draftsmen. 


“ VI . — Operation of the Bill ^ 

" It was agreed that the Bill should only come into operation in such are is as might he 
notified by the Local Government, with the sanction of the Governor General in Council. It 
was suggested that the powei to extend the operation might cover the whole or any speoified 
portion of the Bill/' 

The present Bill has been [repared in order to carry out the recommendations of the 
Committee.

STATEMENT of objects and reasons. 

Tub Land Acquisition Aot, 1894, as it stands, mikes n.o provisions against unlawful or 
vexatious acquisition of land This is felt as a real grievance, and the Bill is intended to 
remove this grievance. As subsidiary provisi ms the Bill lays down that the officer who 
is responsible for the selection of the land to be acquired or for the preliminary inquiry, under 
section 4, of the Act, shall not be appointed ns Collector, and that the Collector shall not 
enforce his own orders. It is desirable that the acqniiing officer should enter on his quasi 
judicial duties with an open mind.

STATEMENT of objects and reasons. 

Persons practising in Criminal Conits known as mukhtars practise under a lioence from 
the High Courts after duly p 'Bring an examination held under the auspices of the High 
Courts for that purpose and am ie ognised praotiiioners in Criminvl Courts, For all practical 
purposes, they are treated ns leeognised members of the profession. Under the present law the 
mukhtars have recened permission from the Courts to uot for their clients. In fact, this 
permission is usually and generally granted, but in some raie eases have been withheld. 
Above all, tbo members of the profession have a sentimental grievance inasmuoh as they have 
been placed in the same category as oidinary persons without any training or licer.oe. Tbe 
grievance has caused much discontent, and it is desirable that it should be removed. This will 
not affect the dignity or status ot any class of lawyers, or in any way affect the administration 
of justice. As the mukhtars have to pass a fairly good test and have to renew their licenoe every 
yen’, which depeuds upon their professional good oonduct, it is unnecessary to retain the 
disability under artneh they at present suffer. 

Clause 2 removes the disabilities referred to ab'Ye.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The object of this Bill is to amend the Indian Lnnaoy Aot, 1612, so as — 

(1) to permit of the designation of lunatic asylums as mental hospitals ; and 

(21 to provide for the recovery of charges for lunatics maintained in an asylum of one 
province who belong to another province. 

2. Modern opinion is in favour of asylums being regarded as hospitals for the treatment 
of mental oases, and not as homes in which lunatics can be interned and restrained, and iti the 
present condition of asylunls in India, it i°, therefore, considered desirable that the Curative 
treatment which should be available in these institutions should be emphasised. It is, however, 
necessary to retain the word " asylum ” in the Act, because of its UBein other legislation ; but 
by making the definition cover not only an institution designated as an “ asylum/' but also 
one designated as a " mental hospital it will he possible for Local Governments to cause 
their institutions to be styled either by the one name or by the other, or by a combination 
of the two. The proposed amendments in clauses 3 and 4 of the Bdl are consequential to this 
pioposal. 

8. Under the Reform Scheme the maintenance in an asylum of one province of a lunatio 
belonging to another provinoo should be regarded as a service rendered by the former province 
to the latter, for which payment should be made under Devolution Rule li (e). 

It is probable that great increases in the number of lunatics so maintained in asylums of 
provinces to which they do not belong will follow from the substitution of large central 
asylums for small district asylums, and it is considered that upon the adoption of this policy 
any 'substantial improvement in the condition of asylums in India must largely' depend. 
The Bill, therefore, proposes that, so far as lunatics domiciled in India are concerned, in any 
case in which the cost of maintenance will fall upon a Local Government, the Local Govern- 
ment to meet the cost shall be the Local Government of the province in which the lunatio has 
last resided for a period of five years If there is no such Local Government then, the cost uould 
fall upon the Local Government of the province from which the lunitio was Bent to the 
asylum In Older to covef the case of centra! asylums established to meet the n^eds of moie 
than one province, it is further provided that the cost ot maintenance m.y include charges 
on account of the capital cost of the establishment of the asylum.
